THE first business fair to be held in Chard Guildhall, or¬ 
ganised by a group of local business people, was deemed 
a success. 

The fair, held on Saturday, saw a steady stream of people 
attending, greeted by singer Emily-Jane Glynn and a num¬ 
ber of stalls set up by local traders and organisations. 

Town crier Stuart Cumming was on duty outside the hall 
promoting the fair.

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A unique twist to Open Farm Sunday 


THERE were pigs, lambs, sheep shearing, a wildflower 
meadow and vegetables but visitors to Open Farm Sun¬ 
day at Lower Hewood Farm, near Chard, were also 
treated to a slightly different experience. 

Owner Alexa deFerranti sees her 45-acre organic farm 
of five years as a commitment to community life and to 
embrace her own background of fine art. She has con¬ 
verted some of her outbuildings for exhibiting art and 
holding conferences and workshops. 

This year was the first time she took part in the na¬ 
tional Open Farm Sunday scheme, displaying her art¬ 
work to the public as well as the traditional farm 
aspects. 

She said: "I have loved every minute of it, it's so nice 
to be able to share what goes on here. 

"Hewood used to be its own little community with a 
pub and a school. It has been interesting to find a way 
to live here which relates to feeding the immediate 
community, we supply the village shop and I work with 
the local butcher Kevin McAdam. 

"I spent the first four years getting the farm right and 
now I want to support artists of all kinds to develop re¬ 
lationships with what important here."

Artist in residence Josie Gould had two pieces relating 
to the rural setting, tucked away on the farmyard. One 
was a sound piece, which could be enjoyed through 
headphones whilst sitting on a bale of straw under a 
lean-to, and the other was an installation in one of the 
sheds - a sheepskin on the wall with coloured marks 
projected onto it in the form of spray markings used to 
identify sheep, one after another and then stripped 
back to the bare wool. 

She said she had wanted to create a piece which re¬ 
lated to the drop in the number of livestock in the area. 

In the barn, there was a small exhibition of pictures 
and photographs as well as a film showing the birth and 
slaughter of livestock. 

The open day attracted a cross section of visitors, al¬ 
though Alexa hadn't mentioned the art side of things 
on the Open Farms website, but she was pleased with 
the interest shown and looks forward to further devel¬ 
oping a working relationship between artists and the 
unique environment of her smallholding. 


Revamp for community centre Crowshute House 


CROWSHUTE House, the local community centre for 
arts, drama and older residents of Chard, has been 
spruced up in recent weeks. 

The main hall and internal areas have been re-deco- 
rated thanks to a grant from Chard Town Council, giving 
a clean, fresher new look for the users. 

Outside, the surrounding area has been revamped to 
give the building a brighter, more accessible appear¬ 
ance and, also thanks to Chard Town Council, more win¬ 
dows have been replaced to enhance the building and 
improve insulation. 

In 2011 a new charitable company, Crowshute Centre 
Ltd, took on the responsibility for Crowshute House. 

Company chairman Tony Prior said: "The directors 


were conscious that the building was in need of updat¬ 
ing. We have worked hard for the past two years to im¬ 
prove it and make it a real asset for the community. As 
well as the permanent users there are vacant slots for 
both regular and casual users." 

Crowshute House is currently the home of Chard Am¬ 
ateur Theatre Society (CATS), Chard Light Operatic So¬ 
ciety (CLOS), Chard Concert Brass and the Crowshute 
Luncheon Club (Wednesdays and Fridays).

by local welfare agencies to be in unexpected or 
dire need. Some are young, single and homeless, 
some are families suddenly financially devastated 
by redundancy or bereavement. Local volunteers 
will regularly empty the baskets and take the food 
to Yeovil. 

Currently food items are donated by over 45 local 
churches and 25 local schools and several commu¬ 
nity groups. In 2012 42,000 items were given out to 
200 adults and 1100 children. 

The group hope that the new collection point in 
town will give more opportunity for individuals to 
contribute at a time when the need is on the in¬ 
crease.

Stories from the Dark Earth 

Julian Richards to talk about Meet the Ancestors 


JULIAN Richards, the presenter of 
BBC's long-running archaeology 
programme Meet the Ancestors, 
will be giving a talk based around 
his latest series: Stories from the 
Dark Earth at Seavington Millen¬ 
nium Hall on June 27th. The original 
six series of Meet the Ancestors 
were broadcast between the late 
1990s and 2005.The new series up¬ 
dated the archaeological discover¬ 
ies made over a decade ago 
following years of often painstaking 
cleaning and study of the objects 
which accompanied the burials. In 
a BBC interview Julian Richards said

for the BBC History website: 'Hunt 
the Ancestor' for which he won a 
British Archaeology award, and

to review the results of an excava¬ 
tion, especially for television, which 
is what has made the Stories from 
the Dark Earth such a fascinating 
series and will make Julian's talk un¬ 
missable for anyone interested in 
archaeology"said Jo Mills organiser 
of the talk and herself an archaeo¬ 
logical finds specialist. The talk is 
the first in a new series to raise 
funds for Phase II of the project to 
enhance the facilities at Seaving- 
ton's volunteer-run Community 
Shop & Cafe by creating a glazed 
partition between the cafe and the 
shop.

These include revised piezo-electric fuel injection nozzles, which 
now have a more precise spray pattern for better combustion (with 
as much as 15 percent less unburnt fuel) and a new, more responsive, 
low-inertia variable geometry turbocharger fed by a more direct - and 
more efficient - air intake path.
